Many Other Towns. 


LOSS OF LlfElSsTA HWD 


Dallas, Texas, Msy 18.—The death 


dealing storm which swept over the 
state of Texaa yesterday afternoon 
snuffed out the lives of at least nine- 
ty persons, Injuring over one hun- 
dred and left the historic little town 
of Goliad a gaping wreck. 


Within five minutes the terrible 


wreck of the tornado waa done and 
those who fortunately escaped, ran U 
the woik of rescue. 


The survivors at Oollad are too 


dared to estimate th* property loss, 
but t strip of town two blocks wide 
and on* mile long was swept clean. 
The damage Is very heavy. 


The Injured an being cared far by 


phfsdeiana and nurses woo arrived 
on special tralna late last night. 


Up to 10 o'clock todsy no names of 


the dead or Injured had been received 
her* In addition to those alnady re- 
poited. Th* storm destroyed much 
pnperty In other 
portion* of the 


state, but so far as known no lives 
wen lost 
Shortly after noon the 


storm struck Ban Antonio and de- 
molished property to tbe extent of 
possibly t73,OOO and Injured several 
persons, none seriously. 


Austin also suffered considerable 


pnperty loss. 


At Mlneola a wind storm followed 


by rsln uprooted hundreds of shade 
tree* and blew several houses from 
their foundations. A Mrs. Willing- 
ham waa Injured. 


Heavy rains fell throughout the 


western portion of the state and will 
help crops materially. The Pan Han- 
dle country especially waa drenched.

It is said that the authorities, on 


getting an inkling of the purchase 
of dynamite, ordered inquiries made 
conceinlng each purchaser, and the 
existence of the conspiracy it thui 
thought to have been confirmed. 
Nevertheless the Liberal todiy de- 
clires thit, as a result of the prelim- 
inary Investigation, probably only 
Oibrirl Lopez, an employe of in In- 
surance olfice. ind Francisco Snarez, 
the wtll known vanarcht«'t, will be 
brought to trial, although the others 
aie still detained. Lopez's wife, 
when questioned by the police, ad- 
mitted that her 
husband had fre- 


quent mysterious visitors recently. 
Lopez has fairly good antecedents. 
Prior to the present trouble he pro- 
tested to be a federal republican. Lo- 
pes and Euirez were again confront- 
ed today with i result limllir to that 
of yesterday, when • Lopez declared 
that Suarea gave him the dynamite 
cartridges found in his possession 
and told him to throw them at the 
royal coach pissed through the Car- 
rera San Oeronlmo. 
The case is In 


the hands of a prudent magistrate, 
who, it is believed, can be depended 
upon irot to give exaggerated Im- 
portance to the affair. 


The act of a supposed 
madman 


revealed the plot, the police acted 
quickly, making many arrest! and 
seizing dynamite bombs
